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INTRODUCTION

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1949  on  the 
health  of  Baildon  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

General. 

The  Health  Services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  are  slowly 
taking  shape,  without,  however,  the  links  that  are  so  desirable 
between  curative  and  social  medicine.  There  is  no  adequate  liaison 
between  the  Local  Executive  Council,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  Public  Health  Authorities,  and  difficulties  will  be  encountered 
in  every  sphere  of  medicine  until  this  is  overcome. 

Your  Committee  are  presented  monthly  with  reports  that  deal 
comprehensively  with  Public  Health,  whether  the  service  is  under 
the  control  of  your  Council  or  the  County  Council.  This  also 
applies  in  the  Annual  Report,  where  much  of  the  matter  applies  to 
the  Division  comprising  Baildon,  Bingley,  Shipley  and  Denholme. 
We  are  still  only  in  the  early  phases  of  development  of  the  genuine 
Health  Services,  and  the  older  and  more  spectacular  curative 
services  receive  greater  public  attention  and  frequently  greater 
financial  scope.  Nevertheless,  in  1949  Baildon  did  enjoy  a year  of 
good  health  and  this  was  contributed  to  by  much  goodwill  between 
Medical  Practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  staff. 

Statistics. 

The  Death  Rate  fell  sharply  from  16 -22  in  1948  to  12 -08  and 
the  Crude  Death  Rate  rose  from  9 "95  in  1948  to  13-85.  A Com- 
parability Factor  of  -97  which,  when  applied  to  the  Crude  Death 
Rate  allows  for  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the  population,  gives  a 
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Standardized  Rate  of  1 3 • 43.  Infantile  Mortality  at  8 * 1 3 and  a Still- 
birth Rate  of  16  give  a remarkable  return  for  the  year.  68%  of 
mothers  were  admitted  for  confinement  to  Hospitals  or  Maternity 
Homes  and  many  more  mothers  from  Baildon  were  admitted  to  the 
Maternity  Home,  Shipley.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  find 
maternity  accommodation  as  near  Baildon  as  circumstances  allow. 

Infectious  Disease,  including  Tuberculosis. 

One  death  was  registered — a case  of  non-pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis— no  other  death  occurred  from  infectious  disease.  For 
practical  purposes  the  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  previous  year 
ended  during  the  first  quarter  of  1949.  Isolation  accommodation  is 
provided  at  either  Morton  Banks  or  Leeds  Road  Infectious  Disease 
Hospitals. 

Home  Helps. 

An  increase  occurred  during  the  year,  both  in  demand  and 
service  rendered,  and  the  lying-in  mother,  the  sick  and  the  aged 
person  benefited  from  this  service. 

Day  Nursery. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  intend  to  build  a 50-place 
Day  Nursery  at  ClifFe  Lane,  Baildon. 

Housing. 

Other  than  nutrition  no  factor  plays  as  dominant  a part  in  the 
maintenance  of  health  as  housing.  Your  Committee  will  therefore 
share  with  me  Mr.  Horsfall’s  concern  at  the  rate  of  progress  in  the 
erection  of  new  houses. 

I wish  to  express  personal  appreciation  of  the  interest  of  your 
Chairman  and  Committee  and  of  the  support  and  assistance  so 
willingly  rendered  by  your  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other 
officials.

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Social  Conditions 

Baildon  is  a three-tier  residential  town  at  the  gateway  to 
Wharfedale,  separated  from  Shipley  and  Bingley  on  the  one  hand 
by  the  River  Aire,  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  L.M.S. 
Railway,  and  from  Bradford  by  a green  belt  at  Esholt.  The  lower 
tier  forms  the  industrial  area  with  mills,  factories  and  workshops. 
The  middle  tier  includes  the  shopping  and  administrative  centre, 
and  the  upper  is  mostly  residential  property  highly  situate  on  the 
moorland. 

The  population  occupy  approximately  3,500  houses,  mostly 
modern  in  type,  although  some  old-type  property  remains  around 
Towngate,  at  Baildon  Green  and  at  Tong  Park.  There  is  ample 
room  for  extension  in  the  Glen  and  West  Lane  areas,  and  the 
Northern  perimeter  of  the  town  is  an  extensive  green  belt.  Land 
extensive  enough  for  456  houses  has  been  acquired  at  the  Knoll 
Estate,  and  the  Council  has  also  acquired  12  acres  in  the  East 
Ward. 

Population  and  Employment 

Population.  1921  6,527

A rapid  increase  due  to  migration  in  the  inter-war  period 
accounted  for  the  46%  increase  between  1921  and  1939. 

The  high  female  to  male  ratio  of  working  population  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  textile  area  generally.  Eight  large  firms  employ 
2,660  workers  locally,  the  principal  industry  being  woollen  textile 
and  engineering.  Considerably  over  one  half  of  the  male  population 
is  estimated  to  be  engaged  in  the  Textile  Industry.  No  reliable 
information  is  available  on  the  statistics  of  persons  employed  in 
small  industrial  undertakings,  shops,  offices  and  agriculture.  A 
considerable  interchange  of  working  population  occurs  in  each 
direction  daily  between  Baildon  and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Shipley,  serves  both 
Shipley  and  Baildon. 

Unemployment  remains  at  a low  figure  and  in  the  main  consists 
of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  work  is  not  easy. 
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Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

Medical  Practitioner  Liaison 

The  Department  has  enjoyed  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
Family  Doctors  both  resident  in  Baildon  and  those  Medical  Practi- 
tioners who  occasionally  practice  within  the  township.  Contacts 
between  the  Practitioners,  Home  Nurses  and  Midwives  have  been 
close  over  a period  of  years.  The  development  of  Care  and  After 
Care  services  provides  scope  for  the  promotion  of  a similar  relation- 
ship between  the  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors.  The  services  of  the 
Health  Visitor  can  be  of  considerable  use  to  the  Practitioner  in 
providing  socio-medical  histories  and  a link  between  Hospitals, 
Health  Department  and  the  private  Doctor. 

Hospital  Liaison 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  responsible  for  Salts  Hospital  and  the  Shipley  Maternity 
Home.  An  increasing  number  of  Baildon  patients  are  admitted  to 
both  these  Institutions. 

Liaison  with  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff  and  Almoners  is  increasing 
from  week  to  week  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Clayton,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  Leeds  Road  and 
Morton  Banks  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Few  requests  have, 
however,  been  forthcoming  for  medical  reports  on  in-patients,  and 
there  is  also  scope  for  an  increase  in  the  demands  for  Care  and 
After  Care  in  cases  ready  for  discharge. 

Maternity  Home 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients. 
Priority  for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of : — 

(»■)  Abnormal  history.  (m)  Multipara  4 +. 

(»V)  Primipara.  (»v)  Social  conditions. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Beaulah,  for  her 
co-operation  in  this  work. 

Private  Nursing  Home. 

There  is  a Private  Nursing  Home  for  maternity  cases  only  at 
Jenny  Lane  with  accommodation  for  four  beds. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

Baildon  Clinic 

This  is  a well  maintained  and  commodious  Clinic  for  infant 
welfare  work.  Sessions  are  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the 
Methodist  Church  Hall,  Westgate,  from  2 p.m.  onwards.  A Doctor 
and  Health  Visitor  are  in  attendance. 
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Increasing  use  is  made  of  the  Shipley  Clinics  by  Baildon 
residents  with  particular  reference  to  Somerset  House,  Manor  Lane, 
Shipley.  The  following  services  rendered  there  are  available  at  the 
under-mentioned  intervals  : —

Both  Depots  are  conveniently  situate  for  service  in  Baildon. 

Day  Nurseries 

Land  has  been  acquired  in  Cliffe  Lane  for  the  erection  of  a 
50-place  Day  Nursery,  but  no  progress  was  recorded  in  the  year  in 
the  erection  of  the  building. 


Domiciliary  Services 

Care  of  the  Aged 

The  dominant  trend  in  the  population  is  the  increasing  number 
of  aged  persons.  This  presents  problems  of  economic  and  social 
character.  Increased  expenditure  is  implicit  in  the  development  of 
any  scheme  designed  to  prevent  infirmity.  It  is  difficult  for  many 
to  realize  that  present  expense  may  be  future  economy.  Our  aim 
is  that  the  aged  person  should  live  at  home  rather  than  in  Homes, 
where  possible  leading  an  active  life  midst  familiar  scenes  and  among 
personal  friends.  To  this  end,  District  Nursing  developed,  in  the 
first  instance  under  voluntary  agencies,  and  care  of  the  aged-  in  the 
past  was  rendered  by  Nursing  Associations.  A pre  survey  of  the 
projected  extension  of  Geriatrics  is  given  below : — 

1.  The  provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  under  the 

Regional  Hospital  Board. 

2.  Provision  of  Part  III  accommodation  under  County 
Welfare  organization. 

3.  Provision  of  Convalescent  and  Nursing  Home  accommo- 
dation. 

4.  The  extension  of  Aged  Persons’  Hostels  for  men  and 
women  separately  or  together.  This  latter  provision 
meets  a limited  demand  for  persons  with  peculiar  social 
need. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  liaises  with  County  Welfare 
staff  on  Part  III  accommodation  at  “Thornton  View,”  Clayton. 
Preliminary  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Senior  Health  Visitor 
to  undertake  visitation  and  provide  Care  and  After  Care  service. 
The  Hospital  adjoining  ‘ Thornton  View”  meets  the  needs  of  acute 
illness  and  progressive  debility  due  to  organic  disease.  Extensive 
structural  alterations  and  re-organization  promoted  the  welfare  of 
in-patients,  and  each  patient  has  his  own  Medical  Practitioner. 

'I'he  above-mentioned  provisions  cover  only  a small  fraction  of 
the  aged  in  our  population.  Many  of  them  live  alone ; some  are 
elderly  couples  ; others  dependent  upon  relatives  and  friends. 
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Additional  provisions  of  the  following  character  are  required  in 
Baildon : — 

1.  Centres  where  aged  people  meet  on  fixed  occasions  weekly, 
especially  for  elderly  women.  It  is  recognized  that  Volun- 
tary Associations  such  as  the  Veterans  at  the  Liberal 
Club,  Town  Gate,  function  for  men.  Such  new  Centres 
would  form  a Haven  or  Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  permit 
social  activities. 

2.  At  such  a Centre  consideration  will  be  given  to  the 
attendance  of  a Nurse  or  Health  Visitor  to  promote  health 
education  and  render  advice  on  socio-medical  problems  in 
the  aged.  Further  extensions  of  such  a service  are 
possible. 

3.  Visitation  by  volunteer  workers  to  infirm  and  sick  aged 
persons,  particularly  those  living  alone,  would  supplement 
duties  at  present  covered  by  District  Nurses  and  Health 
Visitors. 

There  is  little  doubt  such  a scheme  fostered  by  local  people  and 
sponsored  by  your  Authority  would  enjoy  the  full  support  of  the 
County  Council. 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  prospects  that  some,  if  not  all, 
of  these  recommendations  will  be  adopted. 


Home  Nurses 

District  Nurses  have  been  absorbed  into  the  Health  Service 
and  at  present  form,  with  the  Midwives,  our  closest  link  with  the 
General  Practitioner  service. 

The  tendency  for  the  District  Nurse  to  work  isolated  and  alone 
remains,  although  gradually  liaison  is  being  established  with  other 
Health  Workers.  A few  in  the  outlying  areas  act  as  Midwives  or 
Health  Visitors  as  well  as  performing  their  District  Nursing  duties. 

Close  contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  supervisory  staff 
at  County  Hall  and  much  assistance  derived  therefrom. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Home  Nurses  and  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 

Health  Education  Propaganda 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education.  The  services  of  the  Central  Council 
were  curtailed  by  the  loss  of  Area  organization,  but  material  was 
provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are 
examples  of  the  steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Consciousness  in 
the  population  : — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred 
in  the  Division  on  such  subjects  as  The  Common  Cold, 
Immunization,  Advice  on  General  Health. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associa- 
tions, Clubs,  and  otlier  organizations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  the  Senior  Health  Visitor, 
interviewed  the  Matron  of  Clayton,  Bingley  and  Salt’s  Hospitals, 
and  the  local  medical  practitioners  on  the  promotion  of  this  Service. 
The  matter  has  also  been  raised  with  the  Bradford  (A  and  B Groups) 
Hospital  Management  Committees.  Slow  progress  was  recorded. 
Further  extension  will  be  easier  when  there  is  a full  complement  of 
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Health  Visitors  on  the  staff  and  more  active  co-operation  from  the 
Hospitals.  A progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for 
socio-medical  reports  from  Health  Visitors  are  being  received  from 
Almoners  and  Medical  Practitioners,  and  the  ultimate  aim  is  to 
establish  the  Health  Visitor  as  an  available  agent  for  undertaking 
work  between  the  Practitioner  and  the  Hospital  and  rendering 
advice  on  matters  of  a socio-medical  nature. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Topley,  completed  six  months’ 
training  at  Otley  Hospital  to  gain  specialized  experience  in  this 
work. 

Convalescent  Homes 

Under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  24  local  patients  were 
admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes,  travel  arrangements  being  made 
where  necessary.  Patients  were  required  to  pay  a proportion  of  the 
cost,  according  to  their  ability  as  assessed. 

Home  Helps 

70  cases  of  illness  in  the  home  were  afforded  domestic  help 
during  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  cases  which  had  received 
treatment  in  Hospital. 

General  Administration 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  (Shipley)  and 
County  Divisional  Health  Staff.  See  Appendix  for  details. 

Under  the  Senior  Clerk  the  sections  that  operate  include  the 
Sanitary  Clerks,  School  Health  Section,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  and  Clerks  for  Home  Helps,  Finance  and  Staffing.  A 
sense  of  active  co-operation  has  been  engendered  and  arrangements 
are  elastic,  allowing  for  interchange  and  providing  facilities  for 
holiday  relief.  This  is  found  to  broaden  the  outlook  of  the  clerks 
and  provide  more  interest. 

Accommodation  in  the  Department  is  available  for  Health 
Visitors  and  Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  and  a distinctive 
feature  of  the  Department  is  the  high  percentage  of  professional 
workers  employed  ‘ in  the  field.”  A representative  sample  includes 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses, 
Physiotherapist,  Speech  Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Clinic  Nurses, 
Duly  Authorized  Officer  and  Home  Helps.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  has  the  assistance  of  a Deputy  (Dr.  H.  Gray),  Dr.  G.  Buckle 
and  Dr.  M.  M.  Neil,  while  Consultants  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  are  available  in  Clinics  for  Orthopaedics,  Dermatology, 
Ophthalmology,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  when  necessary  an 
Obstetric  Consultant  is  on  call. 
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Apart  from  the  expected  development  of  various  branches  of 
the  Local  Health  Service,  clerical  work  related  to  each  has  increased 
in  complexity,  resulting  in  an  increased  commitment. 

As  new  staff  were  appointed,  duties  were  re-allocated  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  cohesion  and  avoiding  difficulties  during  absence 
of  staff  through  sickness,  leave,  etc.  This  process  when  completed 
will  enable  each  clerk  to  take  over  the  work  of  another  immediately 
need  arises. 

'I'he  following  are  some  means  by  which  improvements  in  office 
routine  have  been  achieved. 

1.  Clerical  work  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  milk 
foods  was  improved.  Stocks  throughout  the  Division 
were  reviewed  and  brought  up  to  date.  It  is  considered 
essential  that  this  work  continue  to  be  performed  by  a 
responsible  member  of  the  clerical  staff,  in  order  to  avoid 
wastage,  losses  and  monetary  queries. 

2.  Satisfactory  liaison  regarding  maternity  beds  is  maintained 
through  the  office  between  the  County  Bureau  and  the 
Shipley  Maternity  Home  administered  by  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  Social  enquiries  are  conducted 
by  Midwives. 

3.  A woman  clerk  was  engaged  full  time  on  the  general 
organization  and  clerical  work  of  the  Home  Help  Service. 
This  promotes  effective  and  economical  operation  of  the 
service  by  co-ordinating  the  work  of  nursing  staffs,  hospital 
almoners  and  doctors. 

A simple  system  of  case  records  was  introduced  by  which 
a comprehensive  and  up-to-date  history  of  every  case  is 
found  by  reference  to  a single  card  index. 

4.  Ordering  of  all  supplies  for  Day  Nurseries,  other  than  food, 
was  concentrated  in  the  Divisional  Office.  This  relieves 
Matrons  of  considerable  clerical  work  and  ensures  effective 
control  over  expenditure. 

5.  A form  of  Staff  Record  has  been  introduced  which,  with 
other  improvized  forms,  has  facilitated  the  work  and 
minimized  queries.  Particularly  valuable  is  a form  of 
continuous  Salaries  Record  which  saves  time  and  labour 
in  the  preparation  of  salary  claims. 

6.  A new  filing  system  was  devised  and  introduced,  based 
upon  the  statutory  functions  of  the  Department,  but  pro- 
viding for  local  circumstances. 
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Laboratory  Service 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain 
unchanged. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were 
submitted  during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports, 
and  delay  is  minimized  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a 
preliminary  telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has 
been  of  great  service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example, 
periods  of  exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing 
early  diagnosis  and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control 
of  infectious  disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  i'omlinson  and  his  staff 
for  their  consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  in  the  Laboratory  and 
the  field  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

(Including  Tuberculosis) 

Notifications  showed  a decrease  from  231  in  1948  to  85  in  1949. 

Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  continued  to  be  mild  in  type 
with  few  complications  and  no  mortality.  Where  home  conditions 
permitted,  isolation  in  the  home  was  practised.  The  incidence  was 
rather  lower  than  in  the  country  generally  and  below  the  previous 
year. 
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Whooping  Cough.  A slight  reduction  occurred  from  the 
previous  year.  Immunization  still  awaits  the  result  of  experiments 
being  conducted  through  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

Measles.  The  epidemic  outbreak  of  1949  for  practical 
purposes  came  to  an  end  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year. 
Clinically  the  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  were 
registered. 

Generally,  infectious  disease  was  low  in  incidence  and  there 
was  no  outstanding  feature  to  report. 

Tuberculosis.  The  single  death  registered  was  a case  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  During  the  year  10  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  notified,  8 of  them  Pulmonary  infection  and  4 of  these  8 were 
persons  under  25  years  of  age.  A well-equipped  and  staffed  Clinic 
at  Farr  Royd,”  Shipley,  provides  diagnostic  facilities  (including  an 
X-ray  plant),  and  mild  cases  are  medically  supervised  and  treated 
by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Admissions  to  Sanatoria 
are  now  arranged  through  the  Sub- Regional  Booking  Bureau, 
Bradford,  while  domiciliary  supervision  and  After  Care  are  provided 
by  the  Clinic  staff  which  includes  a Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 
attached  to  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Personal 
contact  on  cases ; interchange  of  records ; and  information  on  such 
subjects  as  housing  needs,  the  provision  of  equipment  and  accessories 
for  the  tuberculous,  provision  of  milk  and  remedial  exercises  for 
certain  chest  conditions,  emphasize  the  close  nature  of  co-operation 
that  exists  between  the  preventive  and  curative  staff  combating 
chest  disease. 


Scabies 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing 
Centre.  This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has 
been  adapted  and  redecorated,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing 
and  dressing  rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive 
one  treatment. 

There  has  been  a rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scabies  since  the  end  of  the  war.  During  1949  only  14  cases 
of  Scabies  and  21  contacts  attended  for  treatment.  Secondary 
infections  are  few  and,  generally  speaking,  one  treatment  suffices. 

During  the  year,  sessions  were  held  twice  weekly  on  'I'uesday 
and  Friday  afternoons,  and  consideration  has  been  given  to  further 
reduction  to  economize  in  the  use  of  fuel.  The  Centre  can  be 
opened  at  any  time  in  an  emergency  on  24  hours’  notice. 
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Louse  Infestation 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a percentage  of 
the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  although 
it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adolescent. 
The  control  of  louse  infestation  is  a perennial  problem,  usually 
identified  with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly 
to  each  group  of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested 
cases  and  the  follow  up  in  connection  with  each  is  given.  The 
general  principle  adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case 
encouraged  to  co-operate,  and  where  a case  is  found  either  of  louse 
infestation  or  nits,  other  members  of  the  family  are  examined. 
The  reservoir  of  infection  for  most  school  children  is  generally  the 
member  of  the  problem  family.”  Such  are  the  metliods  of  treat- 
ment available  and  their  efficacy  that  there  is  no  reasonable  excuse 
for  a child  continuing  to  be  infested  over  a period.  By  tact, 
persistence  and  conscientious  application,  the  School  Nurses  and 
Health  Visitors  have  enormously  reduced  the  incidence  of  infesta- 
tion in  the  population.

Mental  Health  Service 

The  Duly  Authorized  Officer,  Mr.  Greenwood,  has  been  in  close 
touch  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  notified  admissions  to 
Mental  Hospitals  as  they  occurred  throughout  the  year.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  from  Hospital  are  being  forwarded  regularly. 
Miss  Hattersley,  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker,  worked  jointly 
in  Shipley  and  Keighley  from  January  until  her  transfer  to  Skipton 
in  October.  Miss  Hattersley  coniinued  to  visit  the  Division  one 
day  weekly  to  assist  in  the  more  urgent  cases.  The  loss  sustained 
by  her  transfer  interrupted  steady  progress  in  routine  visitation  and 
relief.  The  work  is  of  a specialized  character  and  demands  one 
person  devoting  the  whole  of  her  time  and  energies.  The  person 
must  have  a particular  interest  in  this  type  of  work,  special  know- 
ledge, aptitude,  and  a sense  of  vocation.  It  was  hoped  that  an 
Occupational  Therapist  or  Home  Teacher  would  be  provided  to 
assist  in  a Centre  and,  furthermore,  undertake  home  tuition,  thereby 
releasing  Miss  Hattersley  to  cover  a larger  field  in  relation  to  Mental 
Abnormality. 
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Ascertainment  of  Mental  Defectives  by  the  medical  staff 
proceeded  without  further  evident  progress  in  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation  or  of  an  Occupational  Centre.  'This 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  of  the  day  ; that  is, 
the  lack  of  training  for  high  grade  defectives  and  relief  for  the 
parents  of  lower  grades.  Ascertainment  without  fulfilment  of  the 
main  object  of  the  examination  breeds  only  disappointment  to  the 
parents,  wastage  of  years  in  the  life  of  the  child  and  frustration 
among  Health  Workers  anxious  to  help  both  child  and  parents.

Four  samples  were  submitted  to  test  plumbo-solvency.  Two 
samples  were  found  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory. 

As  a result  of  examination  the  water  supply  to  95  houses  in 
Tong  Park  was  augmented  by  the  town’s  supply  ; a temporary  pipe 
line  was  laid  to  the  main  supply  tank — the  supply  being  taken  from 
the  mains  at  Lone  Wood.

Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  of  your  District  for  1949. 

.‘\t  the  close  of  the  year  49  houses  had  been  erected  by  this 
Council.  These  were  let  to  tenants  whose  former  housing  conditions 
had  been  carefully  inspected  and  detailed  reports  presented  to  the 
House  Letting  Committee.  Three  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 

Progress  in  the  erection  of  houses  has  been  most  disappointing. 
One  had  looked  forward  to  a time  when  a start  might  be  made  on 
the  demolition  of  some  clearance  areas. 

During  the  year  107  new  applications  were  received  for  the 
tenancy  of  Council  houses.  From  a comparison  of  this  figure  with 
the  number  of  houses  completed,  it  is  evident  that  the  house  waiting 
list  has  increased  by  58  applications. 

If  members  of  the  community  are  to  continue  to  live  in 
harmony,  each  family  should  have  a home  of  its  own,  and  newly- 
married  couples  should  not  be  compelled  to  live  with  parents. 

Advantage  was  taken  in  a large  number  of  cases  of  the  raising 
of  the  limit  for  undertaking  work  on  dwelling-houses  without  a 
permit.  33  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  authority  for 
execution  of  work  valued  at  /’10,000  was  granted. 

Salvaging  paper  and  other  essential  material  from  house  refuse 
has  provided  a useful  source  of  income,  although  there  has  been  a 
fall  of  approximately  25  % from  the  total  of  the  preceding  year.  It 
would  be  possible  to  double  this  income  from  salvage  if  the  public 
would  give  their  full  support. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  executing  repairs  to 
dwelling-houses,  mostly  due  to  lack  of  skilled  labour  in  the  district, 
and  although  local  tradesmen  are  anxious  to  give  satisfaction,  the 
carrying  out  of  repairs  is  slow. 

By  enforcement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949, 
control  of  the  production  of  milk  has  now  passed  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  your  Authority  is  now  responsible 
only  for  the  supervision  of  milk  after  it  has  left  the  farm.  This,  in 
my  opinion,  is  a retrograde  step,  as  production,  handling  and 
distribution  of  milk  is  indivisible,  and  should  have  been  left  in  the 
hands  of  Local  Authorities  who  have  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
circumstances.

The  position  is  deteriorating  as  applications  exceed  completed 
houses.  Unless  building  operations  are  expedited  the  Council  will 
be  confronted  with  a grave  problem  in  a few  years. 

6.  Sanitary  Accommodation 

During  the  year  the  laying  of  Prod  Lane  sewer  was  completed, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  one  house,  all  property  on  the  Lane  had 
been  connected  to  the  new  sewer. 


7.  Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

{a)  Refuse  Collection  is  carried  out  by  one  S.D.  Freighter 
with  a team  of  four  loaders,  and  one  Karrier  Bantam. 

On  several  occasions  I have  drawn  your  attention  to  the  bad 
state  of  repair  of  the  Karrier  Bantam.  Consideration  will  have  to 
be  given  in  the  near  future  to  the  purchase  of  a new  vehicle. 

I am  satisfied  that  reasonable  progress  has  been  made  by  this 
service  despite  many  difficulties  encountered  with  labour  and 
transport. 
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Complaints  as  to  the  inadequacy  of  this  service  were  remark- 
ably few,  and  the  major  part  of  them  were  received  during  the 
winter  months  from  places  inaccessible  owing  to  weather  conditions  ;

Due  to  the  isolated  position  of  this  tip  no  complaints  were 
received  from  local  residents  in  respect  of  any  nuisance.  When 
compared  with  the  close  proximity  of  Temple  Rhydding  Tip  to 
dwelling-houses,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  Esholt  provides  a most 
admirable  site. 

During  windy  weather  every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  waste 
paper  and  light  materials  from  blowing  away  and  littering  the 
surrounding  country  side.

8.  Salvage 


Once  again  income  from  salvage  was  good,  despite  uncertainty 
of  finding  a market  for  paper.  For  three  months  paper  mills  were 
congested  and  salvaging  of  waste  paper  came  to  a standstill. 

I'owards  the  end  of  the  year  a five-year  contract  was  completed 
with  the  Thames  Board  Mills  Limited,  ensuring  a market  for  all 
the  waste  paper  we  can  salvage. 

Some  effort  must  be  made  to  stimulate  public  interest  in 
salvage,  as  a majority  apparently  consider  that  there  is  no  longer 
need  for  this  material.

10.  Bakehouses 

There  are  ten  bakehouses  in  the  district,  one  of  which  is  under- 
ground. These  premises  were  inspected  regularly,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  draw  the  owner’s 
attention  to  any  statutory  requirement. 

11.  Ice  Cream 

At  the  close  of  the  year  19  premises  were  registered  under  the 
Baildon  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935,  or  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  for  the  sale,  manufacture  or  storage  of  ice  cream. 

Removal  of  the  restrictions  on  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
resulted  in  increased  wholesale  production.  Many  retailers  are 
anxious  to  sell  ice  cream  and  are  only  too  willing  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  adaptations  so  as  to  comply  with  the  section  of  the  Act 
and  secure  registration. 

12.  Factories  Act,  1937 

There  are  several  large  industrial  undertakings  and  a number 
of  smaller  factories  engaged  in  varying  trades  that  employ  nearly 
4,000  people.  A majority  are  employed  in  the  woollen  textile  trade. 

Several  firms  have  carried  out  minor  alterations  to  their 
factories  and  an  improvement  in  working  conditions  has  been  noted. 

A regular  inspection  of  factories  has  been  maintained  through- 
out the  year,  and  with  the  exception  of  a few  minor  defects,  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Five  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
about  nuisances  in  factories.  These  were  inspected  and  abated. 

13.  Milk  Supply 

As  previously  stated,  the  production  part  of  the  milk  trade  has 
passed  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  from 
the  1st  October,  1949.

Sewer  infestation  in  Baildon  is  negligible,  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  sewers  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town  are  surcharged. 

Storm  overflows  are  kept  under  close  observation  and  any  signs 
of  infestation  will  be  immediately  dealt  with. 

16.  Complaints 

During  the  year  183  complaints  were  received  in  the  depart- 
ment, and  in  each  case  an  investigation  was  made  as  soon  as 
possible  into  the  subject  of  the  complaint.  Where  the  department 
had  power  to  intervene,  necessary  action  was  taken,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  public  are  making  increased  use  of  the 
services  of  the  department. 

A majority  of  complaints  were  lodged  by  persons  themselves 
applicants  for  tenancy  of  Council  houses,  and  the  complaints  in 
question  related  to  minor  housing  defects  and  had  been  brought  with 
the  express  hope  of  obtaining  some  priority  on  the  housing  list. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Council,  with  a special  word  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee.

Maternity  Home 

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  which  was  transferred  on  the 
5th  July,  1948,  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  is  administered  by  a 
Sub-Committee  under  the  Bradford  A ” Group  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee.  The  Sub  committee,  of  which  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  a member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital. 
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No  substantial  change  was  recorded  in  day-to-day  management, 
and  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  continue  to  attend  their 
patients,  the  services  of  the  Consultant  being  available  for  consulta- 
tion and  emergencies.  Arrangements  are  pending  completion  for 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Buckle  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Home. 
Dr.  Buckle  continues  to  attend  the  Local  Authority  Ante  Natal 
Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  forenoon  for  women  booked  for 
delivery  in  the  Home.  This  close  liaison  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Local  Authority,  Regional  Board  staff,  and  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  Service  is  a model  of  how  to  overcome  the 
inherent  difficulties  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act  referred  to 
in  my  letter  to  your  Committee.  It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  Dr. 
Buckle’s  appointment  was,  in  the  first  instance,  sponsored  by  local 
Doctors. 

Admissions 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided 
me  with  the  following  statistics : — 

460  women  were  delivered,  296  from  Shipley,  1 10  from  Bingley, 
and  many  of  the  remaining  54  were  from  Baildon.  13  cases  were 
emergency  admissions  and  33  women  additionally  entered  for  ante- 
natal care.  The  admission  rate  to  application  rate  was  about  77%. 
10 ’42  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds. 

Special  Statistics 

There  were  4 forceps  deliveries  out  of  460  cases.  253  women 
were  primiparae.  There  were  8 stillbirths  and  5 neo-natal  deaths. 
5 women  and  1 baby  received  blood  transfusions. 

Consultant  Service 

123  patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally  and  10  post- 
natally.  Total  attendances  numbered  197.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  38 
special  visits  to  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician, 
was  called  to  examine  4 babies. 

Transfers 

1 1 patients  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals  ; 8 to  St.  Luke’s, 
1 to  Morton  Banks,  and  2 babies  to  the  Children’s  Hospital.  401 
women  received  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia,  211  Pethidine,  and  the 
remainder  other  sedatives. 

The  Infant 

13  babies  were  being  artificially  fed  when  discharged  and  46 
received  complementary  feeds.  Of  33  babies  who  were  5i  lbs.  or  less 
at  birth,  29  were  discharged  alive.

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Ancillary  Services  in  Pregnancy  and  Lying-in 

Home  Helps 

First  priority  is  awarded  domiciliary  confinements  during  the 
lying-in  period  and  very  occasionally  this  service  may  be  extended. 
During  1949  almost  all  demands  were  met  on  the  basis  of  a 44-hour 
week.  101  lying-in  cases  and  3 expectant  mothers  were  afforded 
Home  Help.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  service  is  not  a free 
service.  This  militates  against  a mother  anxious  to  have  a child  at 
home.  If  the  cost  of  having  a child  at  home  is  heavy,  increased 
demand  on  Maternity  Home  and  Hospital  accommodation  is  conse- 
quential. From  the  point  of  view  of  obstetrics  and  psychology, 
apart  from  economics,  it  is  desirable  that  a large  group  of  normal 
confinements  take  place  in  the  home,  particularly  where  domiciliary 
midwifery  services  are  efficient.  This  important  problem  needs 
investigation  with  a view  to  balancing  cost  of  home  as  against 
Institutional  confinements. 


Dental  Treatment 

As  a matter  of  routine,  expectant  mothers  are  referred  from  the 
Doctor  to  the  dentist  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  facilities  are 
also  available  for  nursing  mothers.  In  the  Table  appended  the 
discrepancy  between  the  number  of  mothers  treated  and  those 
rendered  dentally  fit,  viz.,  128  against  80,  is  accounted  for  by 
mothers  awaiting  dentures  or,  on  the  other  hand,  when  these  have 
been  supplied,  failing  to  have  all  fillings  completed.  I wish  to 
express  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  of  Mrs.  Holburn  and 
her  assistants.

Two  mothers  were  provided  with  accommodation  at  Clifton 
Ante-Natal  Hostel,  Brighouse.  In  addition  3 mothers  and  1 baby 
were  admitted  to  Harrogate  Home  for  Mothers  and  Babies.  The 
greatest  deterrent  to  the  use  of  Ante-Natal  Hostels  was  shortage  of 
accommodation  for  other  young  children  in  the  family  when 
arrangements  could  not  be  made  with  relatives  or  friends  at  home.

Prematurity 

One  Health  Visitor  and  the  Relief  Midwife  were  trained  at 
Sorrento,  Birmingham,  on  a special  course  on  Prematurity.  Two 
cots  were  available  and  one  is  established  at  Salt’s  Hospital  for 
Shipley  and  Baildon,  the  other  at  Keighley  Depot  for  Bingley  and 
Denholme. 

Notification  of  birth  of  premature  children  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  that  is,  children  of  5ilbs.  and  under,  were  made 
on  the  usual  Notification  Card.  36  babies  weighed  5k  lbs.  or  less, 
and  of  these  6 died  before  the  end  of  the  year,  one  at  35  days,  one 
at  2 days,  and  the  4 others  lived  twelve  hours  or  less.  Of  the  30 
survivors,  18  were  5 lbs.  or  over  at  birth,  1 1 were  4 lbs.  or  over  and 
one  under  4 lbs.  Of  the  six  infants  who  died,  two  were  2 lbs.  in 
weight  and  two  were  under  4 lbs.  'I'hree  sets  of  twins  are  included 
and  two  infants  born  of  twin  pregnancies,  all  of  whom  survived.

12  year  Experiment  into  the  progress  of 
Premature  Babies 

Interest  has  recently  been  focused  on  the  relation  of  birth 
weight  to  subsequent  development  in  childhood.  This  scheme, 
inaugurated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  was  applied  through  the 
County  to  all  babies  born  alive  in  1949  who  weighed  lbs.  or 
under  at  birth.  Data  given  included  (l)  Sex,  (2)  Birth  weight,  (3) 
Subsequent  weight,  taken  at  each  birthday  to  the  end  of  the  12th 
year,  (4)  Height,  taken  on  the  first  anniversary  of  birth  and  each 
subsequent  anniversary  to  the  end  of  the  12th  year.  It  is  intended 
later  to  apply  Intelligence  Quotients. 

A control  series  of  babies  weighing  over  5h  lbs.  at  birth  is 
maintained  to  assess  the  significance  of  the  data  relating  to  the 
under  weight  group.  A standard  card  is  used  with  complete 
instructions,  and  enquiries  ascertain  the  antecedent  history  of  the 
mother  and  other  related  details.  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home 
controls  are  essential.  The  experiment  promises  interesting  results 
which  will  not  be  conclusive  until  the  end  of  the  survey.

Health  Visiting 

The  increasing  responsibility  of  the  Health  Visitor  focused  on 
care  of  the  whole  family,  is  a service  difficult  to  maintain,  bearing 
in  mind  the  Health  Visitor’s  primary  obligation  to  mothers  and 
young  children,  her  responsibilities  in  School  Health  and  the 
shortage  of  total  establishment.  Each  Health  Visitor  should  have 
a car  in  use,  thereby  increasing  her  efficiency  and  mobility. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either 
Assistant  Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is 
thereby  enabled  to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and 
personal  advice  in  the  home. 

Visits  necessitated  by  Home  Help  supervision  wasted  much  of 
the  professional  women’s  time  where  competent  administrative 
supervision  would  suffice.  Some  reduction  in  clerical  work  can  be 
effected  by  the  use  of  voluntary  helpers  and  clerks  at  Clinics. 
Increasing  demands  from  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Department 
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for  returns  necessarily  increases  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor. 
It  is  desirable  that  at  least  one  half  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  be 
spent  with  the  family  in  the  home,  the  remainder  being  accorded  to 
Clinics  and  Schools.  During  the  year  close  liaison  has  been  main- 
tained with  Midwives  and  airangements  made  that  a first  visit  to 
the  child  should,  if  possible,  be  a dual  visit  of  the  Midwife  and 
Health  Visitor.  The  Health  Visitor  furthermore,  in  areas  where 
there  is  a Day  Nursery,  maintained  constant  contact  with  the 
Matron  in  relation  to  home  problems  of  the  child  in  Nursery 
attendance.  A suggestion  that  each  Home  Help  Visitor  should 
have  a weekly  session  for  interviewing  the  public  has  not  been 
effected,  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  visitation.  Visitation  of  the 
aged  and  infirm  adult  in  the  home  proceeds  apace  and  lists  of  the 
aged  in  each  Health  Visitor’s  area  have  been  prepared,  distributed, 
and  are  subject  to  periodic  revision. 

It  is  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  by  the  County 
Committee  to  the  suggestion  that  evening  Clinics  and  visitation  be 
undertaken.  This  extension  is  regarded  as  necessary  because  only 
in  the  evening  are  the  whole  family  together,  and  secondly,  large 
numbers  of  mothers  are  working  in  the  day  time  and  not  available 
when  normal  visits  are  paid. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  special  post-graduate 
courses  made  available,  and  attendances  have  been  maintained  at 
the  County  monthly  meetings  and  furthermore,  special  staff  and 
Group  Health  Visitor  meetings  have  been  conducted  at  Divisional 
level. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  social  enquiries  related  to : — 

(a)  The  need  for  a Home  Help; 

ib)  Infectious  disease  enquiries  ; 

(c)  .Admission  to  Convalescent  Homes; 

(d)  Admission  of  children  to  special  Hospitals; 

{e)  Admission  of  elderly  persons  to  Aged  Persons’  Homes, 
Hostels  and  Institutions; 

(/)  Social  enquiries  on  behalf  of  Medical  Practitioners, 
Almoners,  Welfare  Officers,  etc. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  spent  six  months  at  Otley  Hospital 
gaining  experience  of  Almoner’s  duties  and  of  the  scope  of  the 
Socio-Medical  Service  from  the  Hospital  view  point. 

In  addition  to  one  Health  Visitor  already  trained  at  Sorrento, 
the  Relief  Midwife  was  sent  to  undertake  the  Course  on  Premature 
Babies,  and  both  were  available  for  advice  and  assistance  to 
Midwives.

Attendances  were  well  maintained  except  when  depleted  by 
exclusion  for  Infectious  disease.  Authority  is  vested  in  Matron  and 
Deputy  Matron  for  exclusion,  and  one  or  other  attends  at  7 a.m.  for 
the  purpose  of  admitting  children.  Occasional  difficulties  are 
encountered  and  Matron  then  consults  the  Medical  Officer. 

There  was  a heavy  turnover  of  the  staff  which  adds  to  the 
weight  of  office  work.  The  control  of  foods  and  ordering  of  supplies 
is  centralized  in  the  main  office.  Matron  reports  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  each  Monday  morning  with  details  of  attendances, 
waiting  lists,  priorities,  exclusions  and  other  administrative  problems. 
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The  Prefabricated  Nurseries.  Here  there  is  an  unfortunate 
shortage  of  accommodation  for  the  staff;  insufficient  larder  accom- 
modation ; and  kitchens  are  very  small  and  require  an  additional 
sink.  Furthermore,  the  grounds  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  of 
disrepair.  Arrangements  have  been  completed  in  1950  for  this 
work  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Shipley  Urban  District  Council. 

Equipment.  Supplies,  although  frequently  belated,  have  been 
very  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  has  been  a very 
marked  improvement  in  the  amenities  for  training  of  children. 
Refrigerators  have  been  installed. 

Training  of  Students.  This  entails  additional  labour  for 
staff  and  the  variability  of  a three-day  weekly  attendance  is  at  times 
difficult  to  adjust  to  the  demands  of  the  children.  There  is  a danger 
that  the  Training  Scheme  overshadows  the  primary  care  of  the 
children.  Certainly  training  has  been  a very  nominal  asset  in 
Shipley  for  recruitment  of  staff  and  much  time  has  been  devoted  by 
the  Matron  and  her  assistants  to  individual  tuition  and  Seminars. 

Contact  with  Mothers.  Occasional  difficulty  arises  in 
relation  to  the  attendance  of  relatives  and  guardians  for  the  collection 
of  the  child  and  it  is  unsatisfactory  to  find  that  school  children  of  a 
young  age  are  sometimes  sent  to  collect  their  younger  brothers  and 
sisters. 

Domestic  Staff.  A cook  and  two  cleaners  in  each  Nursery 
is  the  minimum  requirement.  Some  scheme  of  training  should  be 
organized  for  the  cook  who  should  be  upgraded  after  passing  a test. 

Clerical  Work.  Matron  spends  approximately  two  hours  a 
day  and  a whole  day  on  Thursday  on  clerical  duties.  A scheme  for 
providing  a clerk  to  assist  in  this  work  has  been  considered. 

Medical  Examination.  Each  child  is  medically  examined 
monthly  by  a Medical  Officer,  and  records  then  afford  conlinuity  of 
information  as  between  Nursery,  Clinics  and  ultimately  the  School 
Record  cards.  Health  Visitors  liaise  with  the  home  in  cases  of 
illness,  infection  or  infestation.  Progress  in  health,  nutrition  and 
the  welfare  of  children  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Priority  for  Admissions.  Weekly  records  are  submitted  by 
the  Matron  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  giving  details  of 
numbers  admitted  on  account  of:  — 

(a)  Illegitimacy  and  mother  working; 

(b)  Cases  of  illness; 

(c)  Other  reasons,  such  as  expectancy  ; 

((/)  Mothers  proposing  to  work  in  industry. 
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Mothers  are  required  to  notify  all  changes  of  address  and 
occupation.  Waiting  lists  at  present  exceed  the  total  numbers  on 
the  Register,  and  are  subject  to  periodic  review  at  six-monthly 
intervals. 

Staff.  The  principal  difficulty  encountered  is  to  maintain  a 
staff  of  young  qualified  Nursery  Nurses. 

Re-decoration.  The  minimum  requirement  is  the  re-decora- 
tion of  one  Nursery  per  year.

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Divisional  School  Health  Services 

Administration 

Records  have  been  maintained  in  one  section  controlled  by  two 
Clerks,  and  School  Medical  and  Immunization  Record  Cards  are 
now  centralized. 

Reports 

Monthly  reports  are  submitted  to  Divisional  Education  Officer

(a)  Shipley  and  Baildon  School  Managers,

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  attends,  or  is  represented  at, 
monthly  meetings  for  the  respective  School  Managers  or  Governors.

Liaison  with  the  Divisional  Education  Officer 

As  the  Offices  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Divisional  Education  Officer  are  in  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  the 
relationship  between  departments  is  close  and  cordial. 

Handicapped  Pupils 

A register  of  Handicapped  Pupils  has  been  maintained  and 
enlarged  during  the  year.  The  biggest  single  defect  in  services  for 
the  handicapped  is  shortage  of  provision  for  the  educationally 
subnormal. 

Cleanliness 

Intensive  attention  has  been  given  to  verminous  infestation  of 
the  head.  A few  cases  are  referred  to  Spurr  Road  Clinic.  Cleansing 
of  a routine  character,  where  necessary,  is  conducted  in  schools  by 
School  Nurses. 
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Relationship  of  Staff  with  the  Teachers  and  Schools 

It  has  been  possible  to  establish  personal  contact  with  Head- 
masters and  Teachers  and  Doctors  have  been  encouraged  to  identify 
themselves  with  particular  groups  of  Schools.  This,  of  course, 
already  applies  to  the  School  Nurse  who  visits  each  school  in  her 
area  at  no  longer  than  weekly  intervals.  Close  co-operation  also 
exists  between  the  Nursery  Classes  and  the  Day  Nurseries. 

CLINICS 

The  following  Specialist  Clinics  have  been  held 

Skin  . — Dr.  Stuart  attends  monthly  at  Somerset  House.  This 
clinic  is  unique  in  the  West  Riding,  and  from  it  we  have  derived  the 
maximum  benefit.  Attendances  are  high  and,  where  possible,  a 
School  Medical  Officer  and  School  Nurse  are  in  attendance  at  the 
Clinic  so  that  the  child’s  condition  is  viewed  in  intimate  relation  to 
his  school  work. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. — The  work  of  this  monthly  Clinic 
was  interrupted  for  a period  by  prevalence  of  Poliomyelitis,  and  an 
interval  of  four  to  six  months  elapses  before  tonsils  are  removed  by 
operation. 

Ophthalmic. — Dr.  Burns  attends  weekly  for  two  sessions  and 
no  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  covering  the  necessary  work 
with  this  provision. 

Orthopaedic. — A fortnightly  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr.  Naylor  in 
conjunction  with  the  Physiotherapist.  Classes  in  Physiotherapy 
related  to  this  are  held  for  girls  and  boys  in  nursery,  junior  and 
senior  groups.  Miss  Hickson  gave  up  this  work  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Rex,  ex  Physiotherapist  from 
Bradford  Royal  Infirmary. 

Speech  Therapy.  — Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
provision  of  a Speech  Therapist  in  1950  and  accommodation  is 
available. 

Relationship  with  Hospitals. 

There  is  day-to-day  relationship  with  the  Bradford  Children’s 
Hospital,  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  and  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Hospitals  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  school 
child. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  lectured  on  various  occasions 
to  Parents’  and  Teachers’  Associations  in  Shipley,  Bingley  and 
Baildon.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  large  attendances  and  interest 
evinced.  It  is  evident  both  on  Committees  and  at  Meetings  of  this 
nature  that  the  general  public  have  a very  deep  interest  in  School 
Health,  although  it  has  been  repeatedly  stated  by  parents  that  they 
were  unaware  of  the  complexity  and  scope  of  the  services  available. 
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1.  Periodic  Medical  Inspections 

Routine  Medical  Inspections  are  conducted  once  in  each 
academic  year  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  with  the  School  Nurse 
in  attendance.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  notified  of  the 
examination.  Return  visits  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  are 
frequently  necessitated  by  Specialist  examinations  and  re-inspections. 
Cases  are  referred,  where  appropriate,  to  Specialists  through  the 
child’s  Medical  Practitioner.
